_ As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
unts of the town of Millis for the period from June 21, 1967, the 
of the previous examination, to December 31, 1968, and report 
eon as follows: 


_ An examination and verification was made of the financial 
sactions of the town as recorded on the books of the several 
tments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
ils for collection. 


_ The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office were 
kamined and checked. The general and appropriation ledgers were 
zed in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with the 
ers books and with the records in the several departments 
ecting money for the town, the payments, as entered, were checked 
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with the treasurer’s books and with the treasury warrants, while 
appropriations and transfers were checked with the town cler 
records of financial votes passed by the town and with the finance 


financial condition of the town on December 31, 1968, was prepared 
and is appended to this report. 


Considerable difficulty was encountered in proving the gener 
ledger accounts, and it is recommended that the town accountan! 
prove the general ledger by taking off a trial balance of the account 


town accountant compare his ledger balances monthly with 
treasurer’s books and with all other departmental records that are 
available. 


rate for that year, and all subsequent appropriations should be pro 
vided for from, and limited in amount to, the free cash or o her 
specific funds that may be available. Furthermore, the expenditure 
of funds not provided for in fact creates an overdrawn account cor 
trary to the provisions of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


It was again noted that expenditures for Chapter 81 
Chapter 90 highway projects exceeded the amounts available, thu: 
creating overdrawn appropriation accounts contrary to the provision! 
of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws. Attention is again callet 
to the fact that the expenditures for highway projects carried on by 
the town in conjunction with the State and county may not exceed 
the aggregate amount of the appropriations voted by the town 
together with the amount actually received by the town on accounl 
of allotments. Whenever the reimbursements from the State ar 
county are not received in time to provide for the payment of pay 
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ete., temporary loans in anticipation of reimbursement should 
ed by the treasurer under the provisions of Section 6A, Chapter 
_ General Laws. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
hecked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and com- 
a@red with the departmental records of payments to the treasurer, 
h other sources from which the town received money, and with 
town accountant’s books. The recorded payments were checked 

the approved warrants authorizing the disbursement of town 
ds and with the town accountant’s books. 


The treasurer's cash balance on December 31, 1968 was proved 
y actual count of the cash in the office, by examination of a savings 
k book. and by reconciliation of the bank balances with state- 
ts and certificates furnished by the banks of deposit. 


The payments made for maturing debt and interest were com- 
ed with the cancelled securities and coupons on file and with the 
mounts falling due. The outstanding coupons were listed and recon- 
d with the balances as shown by statements furnished by the banks 
f deposit. 

The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
¢ examined. The taxes transferred to the tax title account were 
pared with the tax collector's books, the recorded redemptions 
e checked with the receipts as recorded on the treasurer’s cash 
- and the tax titles and tax Pee ee on hand were listed, 


¥ with the records at the Registry of ieee 


The savings bank books representing the investments of the trust 
investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer were 
ined and listed. The income was proved and all recorded trans- 
Hons were verified. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, group insurance, and the 
nty retirement system were examined and checked. The amounts 
withheld were compared with the treasurer's recorded receipts and 
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the payments to the proper agencies were compared with the voucher 
on file. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 


The taxes, excise, and assessments outstanding at the time of th 
previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitment lists 
were audited and verified. The cash book additions were proved and 
the reported payments to the trasurer were compared with the 


ment furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count of the 
cash in the office. 


Aggregates of the outstanding tax, excise, and assessments, 
well as of the outstanding sewer and water accounts, were given to 
the board of assessors, and the boards of sewer and water commis: 
sioners, respectively, for purposes of recommitment to the new tax 
collector. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receivable were 
examined and checked. The commitments were verified, the recorded 
collections were proved with the payments to the treasurer, the abate: 
ments were compared with the departmental records of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed, checked with 
available records in the several departments, and reconciled with the 
controlling accounts in the town accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding tax, excise, assessment, departmental and wate! 
accounts were further verified by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, and from the replies received it appears that the accounts, a 
listed, are substantially correct. 


The surety bonds on file for the several town officials were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 
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The assessors’ warrants for the commitment of taxes, excise and 
ssments were listed and compared with the detailed lists, and the 
of abatements granted were compared with the amounts 
ded in the tax collector’s commitment books and in the town 
iccountant’s ledger. 


The records of apportioned sewer and water assessments were 

amined. The payments to the treasurer in advance were checked 
th the treasurer’s recorded receipts, the amounts added to taxes 

ere verified, and the apportionments due in future years were listed 
d proved with the town accountant’s ledger accounts. 


The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses issued were 
ined and checked. The recorded payments to the treasurer and 


nd with the receipts on file, and the cash balance was proved by 
jetual count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank 
alance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The records of water guarantee deposits were examined and 


sfers to the town to cover the cost of work were verified, and the 
deposits on hand were proved with the town accountant’s ledger 
controls. 


The records of departmental cash collections by the board of 
selectmen, the sealer of weights and measures, and the buildings and 
wire inspectors, as well as by the police, health, sewer, highway, school 
and library departments, and by all other departments in which 
money was collected for the town, were examined and checked. The 
payments to the town treasurer were verified by comparison with the 
treasurer's and the accountant’s books, and the cash on hand in the 


eral departments was proved by actual count.

10 mutual aid, 26 dump fires, 12 water in cellars. 


The Medfield, Medway and Norfolk Fire Departments assisted 
this department at various fires during the year.

All school fire alarms were tested every 60 days and town-owned 
buildings were inspected quarterly as required by The New England 
Insurance Underwriters. Rest homes and hotels were inspected 
quarterly as required by state law.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION | 


During the past year your conservation commission has concen q 
trated attention on the Charles River and lower Boggastow meadoy 
or marsh land and the vital necessity of insuring the preservation 6 
this area in its natural state as open space and as storage area for 
flood waters in high-water periods. The initial step towards this end 
is flood plain zoning. We have urged the planning board to actia 
on this and have met with their full agreement and cooperation, 
Several joint meetings have been held on the subject, the conservas 
tion commission supplying data and recommendations on the area 
and elevations to be covered.

We earnestly solicit the support of the citizens when this ma’ 


unsuitable uses of the land. The time for action on flood plain zo 
is therefore now when it will injure no one and should be to the 
dent advantage of all. 


Your conservation commission is further actively engaged in study 
of the flood plain area to determine ownership of the land with 3 
view to possible acquisition by the town either in fee simple or 
control by means of negative easement. Such action is urged by th 
Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources, the Charles River 
Watershed Association, the Massachusetts Association of Conse 
tion Commissions and, in fact, all public bodies concerned with cons 
servation. It is the logical follow-up and back stop to flood plair 
zoning. Following the example and experience of other towns along 
the river, notably Medfield, it is hoped that much of this land may 
be offered to the town as a gift, subject to approval of the selectmen, 
and that it may be possible to acquire the bulk of it at assessed value, 
or thereabouts, as funds are made available for the purpose, At th 
March town meeting we will be asking for a substantial appropria 
tion to the conservation fund to make up for the neglect of the pas 
Several years. We would also say that with the current high empha 


t 
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sis on conservation, anti-pollution and environmental control at both 
the federal and the state levels of government, it is anticipated that 
matching funds will be more readily available than in the past in 
support of local efforts to acquire marginal land for conservation 


purposes.

The year 1969 was another busy year for your highway de: 
partment. In addition to its regular routine work, several other 
projects were completed. 


1. Clark Road and the last section of Pollard Drive were ac 
cepted as town ways at the regular town meeting held on

March 10, 1969. Several holes were patched and a coat 
of liquid asphalt was applied. 


2. Eleven hundred feet of new sidewalk was constructed on 
Village Street from Plain Street to Spring Street. The street 
has been widened about six feet and 800 feet of the new 
sidewalk has been completed. The remainder will be fin- 
ished in the spring. 


3. Two hundred feet of thirty-inch aluminum drainage pipe 
has been installed on the Cassidy drainage easement as 
voted at the regular town meeting. 


4. Under the special bond issue, 400 feet of 12-inch concrete 
pipe and four catch basins were installed on Forest Road.

This year we examined all students in grades 3, 6, 9 and 12. 
eause of the requirement that students particippating in sports 
have a physical examination, we did all those in grades 7 
ough 12, boys and girls, who registered their desires. This made 
a grand total of about 800 students. 


Physical examinations of all these students showed the following 


2 were excluded from sports. 


2° students were referred for further consultation. 
(deformities, heart conditions) 


The most common minor defects remain posture, feet, 
nutrition, throat. 


Dental defects are much less common now. 


About 359 of students examined were found to be free 
from all defects; most defects are found in upper class- 
men. 


From these facts we deduce that younger children receive 
better prophylactic care than their older siblings; that 
more attention should be devoted to physical education 
classes — postural exercises, proper shoes, better super- 
vision of nutrition. 


This year, again, the Board of Health sponsored several immu- 
Mization clinics. As usual, we held diphtheria-tetanus-whooping 
cough clinics. We also gave measles vaccine to those who had never 
had it before. Mumps immunization was given to all children 
ough the elementary grades. For the first time, german measles 
vaccine was given to all elementary school pupils in an attempt to 


eradicate this “mild” disease that might attack pregnant women with 
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the possibility of congenital defects in the new-born. Flu vaceir 
clinics were held for School and Town personnel. 


In athletics, we had no serious injuries, though our footh 
team was small and relatively inexperienced. Therewere no contagi 
ous epidemics.
